INCE Ewilia has recommended to 
our Society, Ladies, the Cate ot the Un- 
fortunate Cyprinus, I have taken’upon 
ine to Reimonftrate it to the World ;

Virguleas.  Vhree Days after Comunimation,' Ramilins 
gives bim: Notice to depart,! or in’Civiller Terms, curis 
biga andshis Wife out of Doors, fearing lealt Cyprines 
fhou'd difcover-the Secret of bis Luceftuous Cohabita~ 
tion with his Wives Silter, having already given him 
fome Hints of that Affair. Now was the Young 
Bridegroom put to his fhifts how to matntain his new 
Wife, who was pack’d off without Money or Rigging: 
A Norwich Grape Gown and Petticoar, was az deep as 
his Pocket wou'd reach, and that be was fore'’d tu buy 
her, fhe having no Cloaths that was fit to wear. This 
pafs'd not Jong, ¢’er) he found out, that alas! he was 
but marritd for a Property, fhe being quick with Child ; 
howeyer,:.he bears his Fate, and at the fame time con- 
ceals his Mi(tre{s’s Misfortune with the Refolution of 
a Roman; till being provok’d beyond Meature, with 
her Pilfering Villaniesot Pawning all Cyprinas had, evet 
to one fingle Shirt, he leaves her and retires into the 
“ountry: In the mean time Virgalsas was breught to 
Bed of a Boy, towards the Maiatenanee of which he 
fends her Relief, and thinking kind ufage might Re- 
Claiin ber in time, he refolves after fome tay to return 
to her, which he did, and finds her Big with Child 
again, and raving Drunk with Brandy, the abhorrence 
of all Mankind. Not able to bear this, Gprinss' in- 
{tantly departs the Room,. and leaves her now for ever; 
to Wallow in her filthy. Vices? 
The Unhappy Husband ar the inftant refolves, and 
in few Days gets a Poitin the Army, from whence 
he was prefently order’d to raife Recrwits, 4nd being 
in the Country near a worthy Gentleman, call’d Cer- 
danas, he grows sintimate with his Chaplain, who in 
a little tume recommends him to his Mafter’s Favour, 
as one deferving his Knowledge and Acquaintance. 
The good Cardanws receives hin as became his Charaé 
Cter, with all the Kindneis and Civility imaginable ; 
and what luckily contributed to Cyprians’s Happinels, 
this Gentleinan had but one Daughter, whom he and 
his Virtuous Lady AZiranda, doated on to excels, and 
fhe had jult then ftole a Match wiih one Rhadanianthus, 
by the affiltance of a Villanous Apothecary nam’d Cer- 
berus, which Marriage again‘t the Confent and Knows 
ledge of the Indulgent Parents, had fo exafperated 
Cardanas, that to Revenge hunfelf on his Undutiful 
Daughter, with a Confideration full of Retentment, lic 
Adopts the Young Cyprinas for his Son, and carries hun 
diréctly to iis Lady, ‘defiring her to do the famine; and 
give hin whatever the defign'd her Daughter, for now 
Providence had luckily ble/t them with a Sen, full of 
promving Expectitious. .

and a Theuland more opprobrious Words they ule, but 
allin vain; for he returns ther Compliment, with 
forcing them to quit che Houfe where they had leave 
to fpend ther fruitlefs Railug againft the Deaf unan- 
fwering Walls. 

Cardanus infiantly returns to Cyprinus and Miranda, 
acquaints them with what had pais’d, fo unconcern- 
edly and with {uch Freedém, as fully fatisfy’d them 
both he bad an unfufpected Confidence and Trutt in 
them, without the lealt Reierve or Tinge of Fealou/y. 
But the Time is come, Oprinas mult goto the Army, 
whither, after refpecttul Leave taken of Cardanus and 
Miranda, he haltens with the urmett Expedition ; but 
in his Journey was Way-laid by the Malicious Rumil- 
lias, who on the Road Arrefts him, and forces from the 
Young Gentleman, what be had procur’d for this Ex- 
pedition, wpon which he was obliged to borrow of his 
Captain, ull he cou’d fend the forrowful Account to 
his good Friend Cardanas, who as readily fupply d hit 
as he cou’d ask.

on purpofe to Ruin him. Yet he confidering the 
Noife and Rumour ,of a Country, rather fubmits to 
Wroug, than expofe bimielf and her by puthing 
Things to the lalt Extremity, by endeavouring to free 
himielf from his Misfortunes, which ‘tis feared he will 
be fore’d to do at laft. Notw:thftanding all thefe Di- 
fturbances, Cardanzs pitying his hard Fate, continues 
lis Kindnefs to him, and Cyprinus docs all that hes in 
the Power of Mau to deferve ite After the Marriage 
of the Young Lady to Rhadamanthus, Cerberus, the Vile 
Apcthecary, under pretence of taking away her Wear- 
ing Apparel, which the good Parents were not wil- 
Jing to defraud her of, convey'’d feveral Jewels and 
the like, to the value of Four or Five Hundred Pound, 
while Cardaaus, by the Periwafion and Advice of the

for, but conniv’d at ity upon Condition Cerberus was 
banifh’d their Houte for the future.

dim; upon which Cardanus was fo little affected with 


the Confequence, that lie took the trouble to go to 
‘Town purpofely, to fatisfy Gprinas he did not believe 
it, and endeavour’d to find out the Contriver,tor which 
he and Cyprinus ofter'd confiderable Rewards; but be- 
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ing fo often falfely Calumniated, he grows more and 
more in Cardanus’s Favour, while he-engages his Word 
and Honour, never todo any thing to give him and his 
good Lady caufe to repent their Kindnefs and Genero- 
{ity to him ¢ neither doubts he their Clemency in con- 
tinuing their Favours (till, during bis Misfortunes . 
for he defies the Malice of the World to injure his Re_ 
putation. ‘Tho ‘tis as impoffible for his Ungracious 
Wife, tis Incettuous Father-in-Law, the Villanous 
Apothecary to be Honett, as to Incenfe the good Car. 
danus and the Virtuous Miranda again{t him; for as 
they are of a Quality above their Scandal, {0 their 
Thoughts foar above taking Notice of what they doin 
their littl Orbs below. Then Ladies, I hope you 
will think [ have done Cyprinus and his Story Juftice, 
aud joyn with me in taking a Miterable Husband’s 
party by difcouraging fuch ill Wives as Virgulras ; in
